held last week and at this meeting it was decided to solicit the aid 
of all the towns and communities affected- 
Accordingly Chair- 


man Betts of the Clearfield Chamber of Commerce called a meet- 
ing held yesterday in the office of Boulton and Forsyth for the 
purpose of taking preliminary action on this important proposi- 
tion. 


The meeting was attended by some twenty or more repre- 


sentative business men and the necessity for better service .dis- 
cussed at length. 
H was the concensus of opinion that another 


train should be placed upon the branch and the following resolu- 
tions bearing upon the subject were unanimously adopted:

Yet despite this astounding, handi- 


cap official figures of the French min 
istry of Public Instruction, show tha' 
salaries generally throughout Franc* 
have now been increased frem 200 
to 300 per cent. 


It is this quick readjustment of the 


whole economic basis of French* life 
to the new standard of living created 
by the war, that has left France en- 
tirely free from industrial strikes fot 
the past nine months and has wiped 
out completely the menace of Bolshe- 
vism. 


All France is hard at work today 


on a fairly contented basis to repair 
the havoc and damages wrought by 
the war. 


Like all other Allied nations in 


Europe, one of the greatest damage; 
to France from the war was the in- 
crease in her importations and the 
decrease in her exportations resulting 
in the frightful decrease in the value 
of French money in foreign countries. 


Yet the most astounding progress 


is being made to remedy this by in- 
crease in French production and con- 
sequently Increased exportaton and 
decreased importation. 


During the first seven months of 


1910 France exported only 4,776,402,- 
000 francs worth of merchandise and 
produce.
